To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Sumner: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition of the 
schools of Sumner together with an itemized account of all 
income and expenditures for the school year 1941-1942 and also 
the recommendations of the Superintending School Committee 
for the school year 1942-1943. 


The general condition of all schools is very good. They 
are fairly well supplied with textbooks and other necessary 
fequipment. As suggested in last year’s report, more repairs 
should be made to make the buildings more comfortable Zor 
winter use. During the current year it was impossible to 
secure labor to make some of these repairs for which money 
had been appropriated. 


The shortage of elementary teachers in our state has al- 
ready become acute. The rubber situation presents a most 
serious condition in the transportation of our pupils. There ‘s 
absolutely ‘no priority rating for any of our conveyances. 
Should this condition continue until the opening of schools next 
fall most of our cars will be off the road. These are the two 
most serious problems confronting us at this time. 


Again our state aid has been reduced by nearly four hun- 
dred dollars. On the other hand the number of probable 
tuition students will increase from eighteen to twenty-eight. 
These conditions require that more money be raised by the 
town. It is with this in mind that the Superintending School 
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Committee after careful consideration makes the following 


recommendations: . 
Common Schools $3,000.00 
High School Tuition 1,500.00 
Repairs 75.00 
Office Supplies 25.00 
Textbooks and Supplies 225.90 
Superintendent 250.00
